God, and diſcomfozt to the pꝛofeſſoꝛs ofthe trueth of Chyiſts religion. 

Be it therefoꝛe enacted by the authoꝛitie ol this pzeſent Parliament. 
that the ſaid Statute of repeale,z euery thing therein contetned,onely 
concerning the ſatd Booke, and the Seruice, adminiſtration of Sacra⸗ 
ments, Kites, # Ceremonies, conteined oꝛ appointed in, oz by the ſayde 
Booke, ſhalbe voyd and of none effect,from & after the feaſt of the Pati⸗ 
uitie ot᷑ S. John Baptiſt next comming. And that the laid Booke with 
the oder ol Seruice, and or the adminiſtratton of Sacraments, Rites, 
and Ceremonies, with the alteration and additions therein added, and 
appointed by this ſtatute, chall ſtand, and be from and after the ſaid feat 
of the Matiuitie of S. John Baptiſt, in tul toꝛce and effect,accozding to 
the tenour and effect of this ſtatute: any thing in the fozeſapde ſtatute 
of repeale to the contrary, notwithſtanding, 3 

And kurther bee it enacted by the Queens Yighnelle, with the aſſent 
of the Loꝛds a Commons of this pꝛeſent Parliament aſſembled, and 
by the authoꝛitie of þ ſame, that all a ſinguler miniſters, in any Cathe- 
dꝛal oꝛ Parich Church, oꝛ other place within this Kealme of England, 
Wales, and the Marches ofthe ſame,o2 other the Queens dominions, 
ſhall from and after the feaſt of the Matiuitie of Saint John Baptiſt 
next comming, be bounden to ſay a vſe the Mattens, Cuenſong, cele- 
bꝛation ofthe Lozds Supper, and adminiſtration ofeche ofthe Sacra⸗ 
ments.and aff oth2r Common and open pꝛaper, in ſuch oꝛder  fourme 
d. ii. as 
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as is mentioned in the ſaid Booke, ſo authoꝛiʒed by Parliament inthe 
ſaid fift and ſixt peere ot the reigne of King Edward the ſixt, with one 
alteration oꝛ addition of certaine Leſſons to be vled on every Sunday 
in the pere, and the fozme of the Letanie altered and coꝛrected, and iwo 
ſentences onely added in the deltuerie ol the Sacrament to the commu⸗ 
nicants, and none other, oz otherwiſe, And that ifany maner of Parſõ, 
Uicar, 02 other whatſoever Minister, that ought oꝛ ſhould ſing oꝛ ſay 
Common pꝛaper mentioned in the ſaid Booke, oꝛ miniſter the Sacra? 
ments, from after the feaſtof the Nattuitte of S. John Baptilt next 
comming, retuſe to vſe 8 ſaid Common pzayers, oꝛ to miniſter the Sa⸗ 
craments in ſuch Cathedꝛall oꝛ Pariſh Church, oz other places, as hee 
ſhauld vſe to miniſter the ſame , in ſuch oꝛder & loꝛme as they bee mens 
tioned @ ſet foo2th in the laid Boone, 92 ſhal wilfullx oꝛ obſtinatelp ſtan⸗ 
ding in the ſame, vle any other Rite, Ceremonie, Oꝛder, Foꝛme, oꝛ ma⸗ 
ner of celebꝛatingot the Loꝛds Supper epenly oz pꝛiuily, oꝛ Mattens, 
Euenſong, adminiſtration ofthe Sacraments, oꝛ other open pꝛapers, 
then is mentioned 4 ſet foꝛth in p ſaid Booke (Open prayer in & through- 
out this Act, is meant that prayer which is for other to come vnto or heare, ei- 
ther in common Churches, or priuate Chappels, or Oratories, commonly cal- 
led the Seruice of the Church) o2 ſhall pzeach, declare, oz ſpeatie anything 
in the derogation, oꝛ depzauingof the ſaid Booke, oꝛ anything therein 
cantepned, oꝛ of any part thereof, a ſhall be thereoflawfully conuicted, 
Aaccozding to the lawes of this Kealme, by verdict of twelue men, oz by 
his owne conteſlion, oꝛ by the notoꝛious euidence of the fact: ſhall loſe 
and fozfeiteto the Queenes highneſſe, her heires and ſucceſſours, foz 
his firſt offence, the pꝛolite of all his ſptrituall beneficeso2 pꝛomotions, 
comming oꝛ ariſing in one whole peere next afterhis conuiction: And 
alſo that the perſon fo conuicted, ſpall toꝛ the ſame offence ſuffer impꝛi⸗ 
ſonment by the ſpace of ſixe moneths, without batle oz matnepziſe.And 
if any ſuch perlon, once conuict of any offence concerning the pꝛemil⸗ 
ſes, ſhall after his firſt conuiciion eftſoones offend, and bee thereof in 
fourme afozeſaydlawfullyconuict : that then the ſame perſon hall foz 
his ſecond offence ſuffer impziſonment by the ſpace of one whole yeere, 
and allo ſhall therefoze be depziued ipſo facto of all his ſpiritual pꝛomo⸗ 
tions. And that it ſhall be lawfull to all Patrons oz Donours ol all and 


inguler the ſame ſpirituall pꝛomotions, oz of any ot᷑ them, to pꝛeſent o 


collate to the ſame, as though the perſon oꝛ perſons lo oſtending were 


dead. And that if any ſuch perſon oꝛ perſons, after he ſhall be twiſe con» 


_ uictedin fourme afozeſayd,ſballoffend againſt any of the pzemiſles the 
third time. and ſhall bethereofin fourme afozeſaid lawfully conuicted: 
that thenthe perion ſooffending, and conuicted the third time, ſhall be 
depꝛiued ip ſo facto of all his ſpirituali pꝛomotions, and alſo ſhall ſuſter 

impaiſonment during his life. 
ndifthe perſon that hall offend and bee conuict in fourme afoze- 
layde, concerning anyot the pzemilles, ſhali not be beneficcd, noz haue 
any 
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any ſpirituall pzomotion : that then the ſame perſon ſo oſtending and 
conuict, ſhall foꝛ the firſt offence ſuffer impꝛiſonment during one whole 
peere next after his ſaid conuiction, without batle oz mainepꝛiſe. And it 
any ſuch perſon not hauing any ſpiritual pzomotion,after his firſt con⸗ 
uiction, ſhall efſocones ofierdin any thing concerning the pzemilles, 
&thalin ſoꝛme afozeſaid be thereof lawfullyconuicted:that then p ſame 
perſon ſhall foz his ſecond offence ſufier iw:iſonment during his lite, 
And it is oꝛdained andenacted bythe authozity aboueſaid,thatifany 
perſon 02 perſons whatſoeuer,atter the ſaid feaſt of the Natiuitie of S. 
John Baptiſt next comming, ſhall in any Enterludes, Plates, Songs, 
Nimes, oꝛ by other open woꝛds, declare oꝛ ſpeake anp thing in the dero⸗ 
gation, depꝛauing, oꝛ deſpiſingof the ſame booke, oꝛ of any thing there⸗ 
in conteined, 02 anypart thereof, oꝛ ſhall by open fact, deede, oz by open 
thꝛeatnings, compell, oꝛ cauſe, oꝛ other wile pꝛocure, oz maintaine any 
Parſon, Uicar, oꝛ other Miniſter, in any Cathedꝛall oꝛ Pariſh Church, 
os in Chappel, oꝛ in any other place, to ing oꝛ ſay any Common t open 
zaper, oꝛ to miniſter any Sacrament, other wile oꝛ in anyother maner 
and fourme then is mentioned in ðᷣ ſaid booke, oꝛ that by any ofthe ſaid 
meanes, ſhall vnlawfully interrupt oꝛ let any Parſon,Unicar, oꝛ other 
miniſter, in any Cathedzall oz Pariſh Church, Chappel, oꝛ anꝝ other 
place, to ſing oꝛ ſay Common and open pzayex, oꝛ to miniſter the Da- 
craments, 02 anp ot them, in ſuch maner and fozme as is mentioned in 
the ſaid booke: that then euery ſuch perſon being thereok la wkully con; 
uicted in fozme aboueſayde , ſhall fozfeite to the Queene our Soue⸗ 
raigne Lady, her heires, and ſucceſſours, foz the firſt offence an hun- 
dꝛeth markes. And if any perſon oz perſons, being once conuict of any 
ſuch offence,eftſoones offendagainſtany of the laſt recited oſtences, and 
ſhall in fozme atoꝛeſaid be thereot lawfully conuict: that then the ſame 
perſon ſooffending and conuict, ſhall toꝛ the ſecond offence fozteit to the 
Tueene our Doueratgne Lady,her heires, and ſucceſſours, foure hun⸗ 
dꝛeth markes. And il any perſon, alter hee, in tozme aloꝛeſaid, ſhall haue 
beene twice conuict of any offence concerning any of the laſt recited ol. 
fences, ſhall offend the third time, and bee thereofin fozme aboueſaide 
lawfully conuict : that theneuery perſon ſo offending andconuice,ſhall 
fo: his thirdoffence, fozfeite to our Soueraigne Lady the Mueene, all 
his goods a cattels, aud ſhali ſufferimpziſonment during his life. And 
if any perſon oꝛ perſons, that ſoꝛ his firſt offence concerning the pꝛemil⸗ 
ſes,ſhalbe conuict in ſoꝛme afozeſaid, doe not pay the ſumme to be payd 
by vertue of his conuiction, inſuch maner @fo2me ag the ſame ought 
to be payed within ſire weekesnert after his conuictiõ: that then euery 
perſon ſo conuict, and ſo not paying the ſame , ſhall fo the ſame firſt of- 
fence, in ſtead of the ſaid ſum, ſuffer tmpziſonment by ðᷣ ſpace offixemo- 
neths, without baile oz mainepꝛiſe. And if any perſon oꝛ perſons, that 
fo: his ſecond offence concerning the pꝛemiſſes, ſhalbeconutct in fozme 
afozeſaide, doe not pay the ſaid ſumme to bee paid by vertue of his con- 
a, tit. uiction 
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uiction and this eſtatute, in ſuch maner and fozme as the ſame ought 
to be pated, within ſixe weetesnert after his ſayd ſecond conuiction: 
that then euerp perſon fo conuicted and not fo paping the ſaine, ſhall 
koꝛ the ſame ſecond offence, in the lead of the ſayd ſu mme, tall er impi⸗ 
conment during twelue moneihs, without baile oz mainp2iic. And 
that from and afterthe ſayd feaſt ot᷑ the Qatiuitie of Saint ahn 2 552 
tit next comming, all and euerp perlon and perſons, inbhabiting vit. 
in this Realme, oꝛ any other the Queenes Maieſties Dominioi e, wol 
dlugentip and faithfully, hauing ne lawkulloꝛ reaſonabiecvcuſe to be 
ablent, endeudur themſelues to reſoꝛt to their parich Church oꝛ Cosp⸗ 
peil gccutlomed, 02 vpon reaſonabie let thereof, to ſame v31730 place 
where © ommon pꝛaper and ſuch Scruice ot God ſhall i ce vſed in ſuch 
te of et, vyon euery Sundap, and other dapes oꝛdepned and vſed 
to be kept ss Holp dayes: and then and there to abide oꝛder iy and ſober» 
ly. during the time of Common pꝛaper, pꝛeachings oꝛ other Seruice 
of God, there to be ved and miniſtred, vpn paine of puniſhment by 
the cenſures ofthe Cburch: and alſo vpon patne that euerp perſon ſo 
offending,ſhail foxfeit toꝛ euery ſuch offence twelue pence to bee leuied 
by the Churchwardens or the Pariſh, where ſuch offence ſhall be done, 
tothe vſe of the pooze of the ſame Pariſh, of the goods, landes, and 
tenements ofſuch offendour, by way of diſtreiſe. And foꝛ due executi⸗ 
on hereof, the Queenes moſt excellent Maieſtie, the Lozdes Tempo⸗ 
rall, and all the Commons in this pzeſent Parliament aſſembled, 
doeth in Gods name earneſtip require and charge all the Archbiſhops, 
Biſhops, and other O2dinaries, that they ſhall endeuour themſelues 
to the vttermoſt of their nnowledges, that the due and true execution 
hereof, map be had throughout their Diocelle and charges, as they 
will anſwere befoze God, fo2 ſuch euils and plagues wherewith Al- 
mighty God may iuſtip punich his people foz neglecting bis good and 
wholeſome Lawe. And koꝛ the authoꝛity in this behalfe, be it further 
enacted by the authoꝛity atoꝛeſapd, that all and ſingular the ſame Arch⸗ 
biſhops, Bithops, and all other their officers, exerciſing Eccleũaſticall 
iuriſoiction, as well tn place exempt,as noterempt, within their Dio⸗ 
ceſſe, ſhall haue full power and authoꝛity by this Act, to refozme, coꝛ⸗ 
rect, and puniſh by cenſuresof the Church, all and ſingular perſons, 
which ſhall offend within anythetr iuriſdictions oꝛ Dioceſſe, after the 
ſaydfeaſf of the Natinitie of Saint John Baptiſt next comming, as 
gainſt this Acte and Statute : Anyother Lawe, Statute, Pꝛiuiledge, 
Libertte,oz pꝛouiſion heretotoze made, had oz ſuffered tothe contrary, 

notwithſtanding. | 
And it is oꝛdeined andenactedby the authoꝛity afozeſaid.that all and 
euery Juſlicesof Oper a Determiner,oꝛ Jultices ot Alliſe, ſbal haue ful 
power and authoꝛity in euerp ot their open c generall Seſſions, to en⸗ 
quire, heare, a determine all, a all maner ofofiences that ſhal be cõmit⸗ 
ted oꝛ done contrary to any article conteined in this pꝛeſent act, within 
the 
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the limits of the Commiſſion to them directed, and to make pꝛocelle foꝛ the 
execution of the ſame, as they map do againſt any perſon being indited be- 
fo:e them of treſpaſſe, oꝛ lawfully conuicted thereof. 

Pꝛouided alwapes,and be it enacted by the authozitte afoꝛeſaid, that all 
and euerp Ircybiſhop and Biſhop, ſhall oz may at all time and times at his 
libertie and pleaſure, topne and aſſociate htmſelfe,by vertue ofthis acte, to 
the ſayde Juſtices of Oper and Determiner, oꝛ to the ſayd Juſtices of Af- 
ſiſe, at euerp of the lapde open and generall Seſſions to be holden in any 
place within his Dioceſſe, foꝛ and to the inquirie, hearing, and determi⸗ 
ning of the offences afoꝛeſapd. h 

Pꝛouided alſo, and be it enacted by the authoztite afoꝛeſard, that the 
boolies concerning the ſapd ſeruices, ſhall at the coſts and charges of the 
Periſhtoners of euerp Pariſh and Cathedzall Church, bee attatned and 
gorten befoze the ſayde feaſt of the Natiuitie of Saint John Baptiſt nert 
following: and that all ſuch Pariſhes and Cathedꝛall Churches, oꝛ other 
places where the ſapd bookes all be attained and gotten betoze the ſapde 
feaſt of the Nattuitte of S. John Baptiſt, ſhall within th2zee weekes next 
aftcr the ſayd bookes ſo attained and gotten, vſe the ſayd leruice, and put 
the ſame in vꝛe accoꝛding to this Act, 

And be it further enacted by the authoꝛitie atoꝛeſapd, that no perſon oꝛ 
perſons ſhall be at any time hereafter impeached, oꝛ otherwiſe moleſted, of 
02 fo2 any of the offences aboue mentioned, hcreafter to bee committed oz 
done contrary to this acte, vnleſſe hee oꝛ they ſooffending, bee thereofindf- 
ted at the nert generall Seſſions to bee holden befoze any ſuch Juſtices of 
Oper and Determiner, 02 Juſtices of Aſſiſe, next after any offence com- 
mitted 02 done,contrary to the tenoꝛ of this acte. | 

Pꝛouided alwapes, and be it oꝛdeined and enacted by the authoꝛitie a- 
fo:cſapd, that ali andlinguler Lozdes of the Parliament, foz the third of- 
fence aboue menttoned,ſhall be tried by their Peeres. | 

Dꝛouided alſo and be it oꝛdeined andenacted bythe authoꝛitp afozeſapd, 
that the Maio? of London, and all other Maioꝛs, Bailifs, and other head 
officers, of all, and ſinguler Cities, Bozougyes and Townes cozpozate, 
within this Realme, wales, andthe Marches of the ſame, to the which 
Juſtices of Aſſiſe do not commonly repatre,ſhal haue ſul power and autho⸗ 
ritie by vertue of this acte, to inquire, heare, and determine the offences as 
boueſapd, and eueryok them, yeerely within fifteene dapes after the feaſts 
of Eaſter and S. Michael the Archangel, in like maner and fozme as Ju⸗ 
ſtices of Iſſiſe,and Oper andDeterminer may doe, 

Pꝛouided alwayes, and be it oꝛdeined and enacted by the authozitie a⸗ 
fozeſayde, that all and ſinguler Archbiſhops and Biſhops, and euerpof 
their Chancellours, Commiſſaries, Irchdeacons, and other Oꝛdinaries, 
hauing any peculiar Eccleſiaſticall iuriſdiction, ſhallhaue full po wer and 
authoꝛitie by vertue of this acte, as well to inquire in their vilitation, ſy- 
nods, oꝛ elſewhere within their turildiction, at any other time and place,

to take accuſations and infozmations of all and euery the things aboue 
mentioned, done, committed oz perpetrated within the limites of their iu⸗ 
riſdiction and authoꝛitie, and to punich the ſame by admonitton, excom- 
munication, ſequeſtration, oz depꝛiuation, oz other Cenſures and pzoceſ- 
ſes, in like loꝛme as heretofozc hath bene vled in like cales bythe Queenes 
Eccleſiaſticail lawes. | 
Pꝛouided alwayes, a be it enacted, that whatſoeuer perſon offending in 
the pzemiſles, ſhal ſoꝛ the firlt offence recetue puniſhment ofthe Oꝛdinarie, 
hauingateſtimoniall thereofvnder the ſaid Oꝛdinaries ſeale, ſhallnot foz 
the ſame offence eftſoones be conuicted befoze the Juſtices : andlifiewiſe, 
recetuing foz the ſaid lirſt offence puniſhment by the Jullices, hee ſwall not 
I the ſame offence eftſoones recciue puniſhment of the Oꝛdinarie: any 
ging conteined in this acte to the —— — 
Pꝛouided alwapes, a be it enacted, that ſuch oꝛnaments of the Church, 
and of the miniſters thereof, ſhall be reteined, and be in vle, as was in this 
Church ol England by the authoꝛitie of Parliament in the ſecond peere 
of the reigne of King Edwardthe ſixt, vntill other oꝛder ſhall bee therein 
taken by authoꝛitie ofthe Queenes Maieſtie, with the aduiſe of her Com⸗ 
miſlioners, appointed and authozized vnder the great ſeale of England, 
fo:cauſes Eccleſtaſtical, oz of the Metropolitaneofthis Kealme, And alſo 
that if there ſhall happen any contempt oꝛ irreuerence tobe vſedinthe Ce⸗ 
remonies oꝛ rites ofthe Church, by the miſuſingof the ozders appointed in 
thisbooke : the Queenes mareſtie may by the like aduiſe of theſayd Com- 
millioners, 02 Metropolitane, oꝛdeine and publich ſuch further Ceremo⸗ 
nies oꝛ rites, as map be moſt foz the aduancement ot Gods gloꝛp, the edily⸗ 
— of his - Wh , andthe due reuerence of Chꝛiſtes holy myſteries and 
acraments, 
And be it further enacted by the authozitie afozeſayd,that alllawes,ſa- 
tutes and oꝛdinances, wherein oz whereby anp other ſeruice, adminiſtra; 
tion of Sacraments, oz Common pꝛaper is limited, eſtabliſhed, oz ſee 
foozthto be vſed withinthis Realme, oꝛ any other the Queenes 
Dominions and Countreys, ſhallfrom hencefoozth 
vtterip be void, and ol none effect. 
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Here was neuer any thing 


by che wit of man ſo well deuiſed, or ſo 
ure eſtabliſned, which in continuance 
of time hath not bene corrupted: as a- 
mong other things, it may plainely ap- 
peare by the common prayers in the 
Church,commonly called Diuine Ser- 
uice. The firſt original & ground wher- 
of, if a man would ſearch out by the an- 
Cient Fathers, he ſhal find that the ſame 
SA was not ordained but of a good pur- 
Ut poſe, and for a great aduancement of 
odlines. For they ſo ordered the mat- 
ter, that all the whole Bible (or the greateſt part — ſhould be read ouer 
once cuery yeete, intending thereby that the Clergie, and ſpecially ſuch as 
were Miniſters of the Congregation, ſhould (by often reading and medita- 
ton of Gods word) be ſtirred vp to godlineſſe themſelues, and be more able 
to exhort other by wholeſome doctrine, and to confute them that were ad- 
uetlaries to the trueth. And further, that the people (by dayly hearing of ho- 
ly ſcripture read in the Church) ſhould continually profite more and more 
in clic knoledge of God, and be the more inflamed with the loue of his true 
religion. But theſe many yeres paſſed, this godly and decent order of the anci- 
ent Fathers hath beene ſo altered, broken, and neglected, by planting in vn. 
certaine Stories, Legends,Reſponds, Verſes, vaine Repetitions, Commcmo- 
rations, and Synodals, that commonly when any booke of the Bible was be- 
gunne, before three orfoure chapters were read out, all the reſt were vnread. 
And in tiis fore the booke of Eſai was begun in Aduent, & the booke of Ge- 
neſis in Septuageſima: but they were onely begun, and neuer read through. 
After like ſort were other bookesof holy Scripture vſed. And moreouer, 
whereas Saint Paul would haue ſuch language ſpoken to the people in the 
Church, as they might vnderſtand, and haue profit by hearing the ſame: the 
ſeruice in this Church of England, theſe many yeeres, hath beene read in La- 
tine to the people, which they vnderſtood not: ſo that they haue heard with 
their eares onely, and their heart, ſpirit, and minde haue not beene edified 
thereby. And furthermore, notwithſtanding that the ancient Fathers haue 
diuided the Pſalmes into ſeuen portions, whereof euery one was called a 
Nocturne: now of late time a fe of them haue bene dayly ſayd, and oft re- 
peated, and the reſt vtterly omitted. Moreouer, the number and hardneſſe of 
the rules called the Pie, aud the manifolde changings of the ſeruice, was the 
cauſe, that to turne the booke onely was ſo hard and intricate a matter, that 
many times there was more buſineſſe to finde out what ſhould be re ad, then 
to reade it when it was found out. 
Theſe inconueniences therefore conſidered, here is ſet foorth ſuch an or- 
der, whereby the ſame ſhall be tedreſſed. And for a teadineſſe in this matter, 
a. v. here 
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here is drawen out a Kalender for that purpoſe, vhich is plaine and eaſie to be 
vaderſtanded,wherein (ſo much as may be) the reading of holy Scriptures 
is{oſettoorth, that all things ſhall bee done in order, without breaking one 
piecefrom another. For this cauſe wee cut off Anthemes, Retponds, Inuita- 
tories, and ſuch like things as did breake the continuall courſe of the reading 
of the Scripture. Yertbecauſe there is no remedic, but that of necc ſſitie there 
muſt bee ſome rules: therefore certaine rules are here fer ſoorih, whichas 
they bee fewe in number, ſo they bee plaine and eaſie to bee vnderſtanded, 
So that here you haue an order for prayer (as touching che reading of holy 
Scripture) much agreeable to the minde and purpoſe of the olde fethers, 
and a great deale more profitable and commodious then that which ot late 
was vicd. It is mote profitable, becauſe here are lef: out many things, 
whereot ſom e be varrue, ſome vncertaine, ſome vaine and luperititions, aud 
i; ordeined nothing to bee read, but the very pure worde of God, the holy 
Scriptures, or that which is cuidently grounded vpon the ſa: ne, and that in 
ſuch a language & order, as is molt eaſie & plaine for the vnderſtanding both 
of the readers and hearcrs, It is alſo more commodious, both for the thorts 
nes thereof, and for the plainneſſe of the order, and for that the rules be fewe 
and eaſie. Furthermore, by this order the Curates ſhall neede none other 
bookes for their publike ſeruice, but this booke and the bible. By the meanes 
whereof, the people ſhall not bee at ſo great charges for bovkes, as in times 
paſt they haue bene. 

And where heretofore there hath bene great diuerſitie in ſaying, & ſinging 
in Churches within this Realme, ſome following Salisburie vie, tome kiere- 
ford vſe, and ſome the vſe of Bangor, ſome of Yorke,ſome of Lincolne : Now 
from henceforth all the whole realme ſhall haue but one vſe. And if any will 
iudgethis way more painefull, becauſe that all things muſt bee read vpon the 
e before, by the reaſon of ſo often repetition they could ſay ma- 
ny things by heart: ifthoſe men will weigh their labour, with the profite and 
knowledge which dayly they ſhall obtaine by reading vpon the buoke, they 
will not reſuſe the paine, in conſideration of the great profite that ſhal enſue 
thereof. | 

And foraſmuch as nothing can almoſt be ſo plainely ſet foorth, but doubts 
may riſe in the vſe and practiſing of the ſame : to appeaſe all ſuch diuerſitie 
(it any ariſe; and for the reſolution of all dovbts concerning the maner howe 
to vnderſtand, do, and execute the things contained in this Booke : The pat- 
ties that ſo doubt, or diuerſly tale any ching, ſhall alway reſort to the Biſhop 
of the Dioceſſe, who by his diſcretion ſhall rake order for the quieting aud 
appeaſing ofthe ſame, ſo that the ſame order bee not contrary to any thing 
conteined in this booke. And if the Biſhop of the Dioceſſe bee in doubt, then 
he may ſend for the reſolution thereof vnto the Archbiſhop, 

Though it be appointed in theafore written Preface, that all things ſhall 
bee read and ſung in the Church in the Engliſh ronguc, to the ende that the 
Congregation may be thereby edified: yet it is not meant, but when men ſay 
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Morning and Euening prayer priuately, they may ſay the ſame in any lan- 
guage that they themſelues doe vnderſtand. 


And ali Prieſts and Deacons ſhall be bound to ſay daily the Morning and 
Enuening praycr,cither priuately or openly, except they be let by preaching, 
{tudying ofdiuinitic,orby ſome other vrgent cauſe. 


And the Curate that miniſtreth in euery pariſh Church or Chappel, being 
at home, and not being otherwiſe reaſonably letted, ſliall ſay the ſame in the 
Pariſh Church or Chappell where he miniſtreth, and ſhall coll a bell thereto, 
a conuenient time before he beginne, thatſuchas be diſpoſed, may come to 
heare Gods word, and to pray with him.

contemptuous tranſareſſion and bꝛeaking of a common oꝛder and 
diſcipline, is no ſmall offence befoze God. | 

Let all things be done among pou, ſaith S. Paul, in a ſcemely and 
due oꝛder. The appointment of the which oꝛder, pertaineth not to 
pꝛiuate men : therefoze no man ought to take in hand noꝛ pꝛeſume to 
appoint oz alter any publine oz common oꝛder in Chꝛiſtes Church, er⸗ 
cept he be lawfully called and authoꝛized thereunto. 

And whereas in this our time, the mindes of men are ſo diners, 
that ſome thinke it a great matter of conſcience, to depart from a 
piece ofthe leaſtof their Ceremonies, the bee ſo addicted to their olde 
cuſtomes: and againe on the other ũde, ſome be ſo new fangled, that 
they would innouate all things. and ſodeſpiſe the olde, that nothing 
can like them but that is new: it was thought expedient, not ſo much 
to haue reſpect how to pleaſe a ſatiſſie either of theſe parties, as howe 
to pleaſe God, and pꝛolite them both, Ind pet leaſt any man ſhould be 
effended, whome good reaſon might ſatiſfie, here bee certaine cauſes 
rendꝛed, why ſome olthe accuſtomed Ceremonies bee put awap, and 
ſome retepned and kept ſtill. 

Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſſe and multitude ol 
them hath ſo increaſed in theſe latter daes, that the burthen ol them 
was intolerable, whereof S. Auguſtine in his time complained, that 
they were growen to ſuch a number, that the ſtate of Ch2iſtian peo⸗ 
ple was in woꝛſe caſe, concerning that matter, then were the Jewes. 
And he counlelled, that ſuch yoke and burthen Gould be taßen away, 
as time would ſerue quietip to doe it. 

But what would S. Auguſtine haue ſaid,ifhe bad ſcene b ceremo⸗ 
nies ol late daies vſed among vs? wherunto the multitude vſed in his 
time was not to be compared, This our excelliue muititude of Cere- 
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inonies was ſo great, and many of them ſo darke, that they did moꝛe confound 
and darken, then declare and ſet foozth Chꝛiſtes beneats vnto vs. 

And beſides this, Chziſtes Goſpellis not a ceremoniall lawe (as much of Mo⸗ 
ſes law was) but it is a religion to ſerue God, not in bondage of the figure 0? 
ſuyado w, but in tye freedome of the ſpirit, being content onely with thole ceremo⸗ 
nies, which doe ſerue to a decent oꝛder, and godly diſcipline, and ſuch as be apt to 
ſtirre vp the dull minde ol man to the remembꝛance ot his duety to God, by ſome 
notabie and ſpectal! ſignification, wherebyhe might be edityed. 

Furthermoze, the moſt waighty cauſe of the aboliſhment of certaine ceremo⸗ 
nies was, th at they were ſo farre abuſed , partip by the ſuperſtitious blindneſſe 
ofthe rude and vnlearned,and partly by the vnſatiable auarice ot ſuch as ſought 
moꝛe their owne lucre, then the glozyof God, that the abuſes could not well bee 
taken awap, the thing remaining ſtill. But nowe as concerning thoſe perſons, 
which peraduenture will be offended, foz that ſoine of the old ceremonies are re⸗ 
tained ffil:if they cõſider, that without ſome ceremonies it is not pollible tokeepe 
any oꝛder, 02 quiet diſcipline in the Church, they ſhall ealilp perceiue iuſt cauſe 
to retoꝛme their iudgements. And it they thinke much that anyotthe old doe re⸗ 
maine, and would rather haue all deuiſed anew: then ſuch men graunting ſome 
ceremonics conuenient to be had, ſurely where the cidemay bee well vſed, there 
they cannot reaſonably repꝛooue the olde onelp foz their age, without be wꝛaying 
ol their owne folly, Foꝛ in ſuch a caſe, they ought rather to haue reuerence vnto 
them, koꝛ their antiquitte,if they wil declare theſelues to be moꝛe ſtudious of vni⸗ 
tie a concoꝛd, then of innouations a new tanglenes, which (as much as may be. 
with the true ſetting koꝛth of Cheiltes Religion) is al wayes to be eſchewed. Fur- 
thermoze,ſuch ſhall haue no iuſt cauſe with the ceremonies reſerued to bee offen- 
ded. Foꝛ as thoſe bee taken away which were moſt abuſed, and did burden mens 
conſciences without anycauſe: ſothe other that remaine are retainedfoz a diſci⸗ 
pline and oꝛder. which (vpon iuſt cauſes) may be altered and changed. aud there- 
loꝛe are not to be eſteemed equall with Gods law. And mozeouer they be neither 
darke noꝛ dumbe ceremonies. but are ſo ſet ſoꝛth, that euery man map vnderſtand 
what they doe meane,and to what vſe they doe ſerue. So that it is not like, that 
they in time to come, ſhould be abuſed as other haue bene. Ind in theſe our do⸗ 
ings we condemne no other nations, noz pzefcribe any thing, but to our owne 
people onelp. Foz we thinke it conuenient, that euery countrey ſhould vſe ſuch 
ceremonies, as they ſhal thinke beſt to the ſetting fooꝛth of Gods Honour and glo⸗ 
ty, and to the reducing ofthe people to a moſt pertect and godly liuing, without er⸗ 
rour oꝛ ſuperſtition: And that they ſbould put away other things, which from 
time to time they perceiue to be moſt abuſed, as in mens oꝛdinances itoften chan⸗ 
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preſsing the order of Pſalmes and Leſſons to be ſaid 


at \ torning 2 and Evening prayer throughout the yeere except 
85 certaine proper Feaſtes, as the rules following 
more plainely declare. |

And he went a litle 
further, and fell flat on his fate, and pꝛayed, ſaying, O my Fa- 
ther, if it be poſſible.let this cup paſſe from mee: neuertheleſſe 
not as J will, but as thou wilt, And hee tame vnto the Dilci- 
ples, and found them alleepe, and ſayde vnto Peter, What, 
could pee not watch with mee one Houre: Watch and pzay, 
that pee enter not into temptation: The ſpirit is willing, but 
the fleſh is weake.

And behold, 
one ofthem which were with Jeſus, ſtretched out his hand, 
and dzew his lwoꝛde, and ſtrooke a ſeruant of the hie Pꝛeſt, 
and ſmote off his eare. Then ſaide Jeſus vnto him, Put vp 
thy ſwozde into the ſheath: foz all they that take the twozde, 
ſhallperiſh with the \wozde. Thinkeſt thou that Jcannot 
now pꝛay to my Father, and he ſhall giue me enennow moze 
then twelue legions of Angels: But howe then ſhall the 
Scriptures be fulfilled: Foꝛ thus muſt it bee.

I ſate daily 
with you teaching in the Temple, c ve tooke me not. But all 
this was done, that the Scriptures of the Pꝛophetes might 
be fulfilled. Then all the diſciples foꝛſooke him and fled, And 
they tooke Jeſus, and led him to Caiaphas the high Pueſt, 
where the Scribes z the Elders were aſſembled, But Peter 
folowed him afarre oft vnto the hie Pꝛieſts palate, and went 
in, and ſate with the ſeruantes, to ſee the ende. The chiete 
Pꝛieſts and Elders, and all the counſaile ſought falſe witneſſe 
againſt Jeſus, foꝛ to put him to death, but found none: yea, 
when many falſe witneſſes came, yet found they none. At 
the laſt came two falſe witneſſes, and laid, This fellow ſayde, 
Jam able to deſtroy the Temple of GOD, and to butlde it 
againe in thꝛee dayes. And the chieke Pꝛieſt aroſe, and ſayde 
vnto him, Anlwereſt thou nothing ⸗ Why doe thele beare 
witneſſe againſt thee? But Jeſus held his peate. And the 
chieke Pꝛieſt anſwered, and ſayde vnto him, I charge thee 
by the liuing God, that thon tell vs whether thou bee Chꝛiſt 
the Sonne ol God. Jeſus ſayd vnto him, Thon haſt ſayde. 
Neuertheleſſe J ſay vnto you, Hereafter ſhall yee ſee the 
Sonne ot man ſitting on the right hand of power, andcom- 
ming in the cloudesoftheſkie. Thenthe high Pꝛieſt rent his 
clothes, ſaying, he hath ſpoken blaſphemie, what need we of 
any moꝛe witneſſes: Beholde, nowe pee haue heard his 
blaſphemie, what thinke ye: They — ſayde, * 
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is wozthy to die. Then did they ſpit in his fate, and buffe⸗ 
ted him with fiſts. And other lmote him on the fate with 
the palme of their handes, ſaying, Tell vs, thou Chaiſt, who 
is hee that ſmote thee⸗ Peter ſate without in the Court, and 
à Damoſell tame to him, ſaying, Thou allo waſt with Je- 
ſus of Galilee. But hee dented befoze them all, ſaying, J 
wote — — —4 hee was gone out into the 
poꝛch, another wenchſawe him, and ſayde vnto them that 
were there, This fellowe was alſo with Jeſus of Naza- 
reth. And againe hee denyed with an othe, laying, J doe not 
knowe the man. After a while came vnto him they that 
ſtoode by, and ſayde vntoPeter, Surely thou art euen one 
of them, foꝛthy ſpeech bewꝛayeth thee. Then began hee to 
curſe and to ſweare that hee knew not the man. And imme⸗ 
diately the Cocke crewe. And Peter remembꝛed the wozde 
of Jeſu, which ſayd vnto him, Befoꝛe the Cocke trowe, thou 
ſhalt deny mee thꝛile: and hee went out and wept bitterly, 
When the mozning was come, all the chieke Pꝛieſtes and El⸗ 
ders of the people held a counſell againſt Jeſus to put him 
to death, and bꝛought him bound, and deltuered him vnto 
Pontius Pilate the Deputie. Then Judas which had be- 
trayed him (ſeeing that hee was condemned) repented him⸗ 
ſelfe, and bꝛought againe the xxx. plates offiluer to the cheife 
Pꝛieſtes and Elders, ſaying, J haue ſinned, betraying the 
innotent blood. And they ſayde, hat is that to vs: ſee thou 
to that. And he taſt downe the ſiluer plates in the Temple, 
and departed, and went and hanged himlelfe. And the chieke 
Pꝛieſtes tooke the liluer plates, c laid, It is not lawfull foꝛ to 
put them into the treaſurie, becauſe it isy pꝛite of blood. And 
they tooke counſaile,and bought with thema potters field to 
burie ſtrangers in. Wherefoꝛe y field is called Acheldama, that 
is, The field of blood vntil this day. Then was fulfilled that 
which was ſpokẽ by Jeremie the Pꝛophet, ſaying, And they 


tooke xxx. luer plates, the pꝛite ot᷑him that was valued, whõ 
they bought of the childꝛen of Iſrael, gaue them foꝛ the pot- 
ters field, as the Loꝛd appointed me. Jeſus ſtood befoꝛe the 
Deputie, t the Deputie aſked him, ſaying, Art thou the king 
ofthe Jewes:! Jelus ſayd vnto him, Thou ſapeſt. And when 

t 
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he was accuſed ofthe chiefe Pꝛieſtes and Elders, hee anſwe- 
red nothing. Thenſayd Pilate vnto him, Heareſtthou not 
how many witneſſes they lay againſt thee: And hee anſwe- 
red him to neuer a woꝛde, inlomuch that the Deputie mar⸗ 
neiled greatly. At that feaſt, the Deputie was woont to deli⸗ 
ner vnto the people a pꝛiſoner, whom they would deſire. He 
had then a notable paſoner, called Barabbas, Therefoze 
when they were gathered together, Pilate ſayde, whether 
will ye that J giue looſe vnto you Barabbas, oꝛ Jeſus which 
is called Chꝛiſt: Foꝛ hee knew that foꝛ enuie they had deliue⸗ 
red him. When he was ſet downe to giue iudgement, his wife 
ſent vnto him, ſaying, Haue thou nothing to doe with that iuſt 
man, foꝛ I haue ſuffered this day many things in my ſleepe, 
betauſe ot him. But the chiefe Pꝛieſtes and Elders perſwa⸗ 
ded the people that they ſhould aſke Barabbas, and deſtroy 
Jeſus. The Deputie anſwered, and ſayd vnto them, Whe⸗ 
ther ofthe twaine will yee that J let looſe vnto vou: They 
ſaide, Barabbas. Pilate ſaide vnto them, What ſhall J 
doe then with Jeſus, which is calledChaiſt? They all ſay> 
vnto him, Let him be crucified. The Deputie ſayde, What 
emll hath he done: But they cryed mo2e, laying, Let him be 
crucified. When Pilate ſawe thachee could pꝛeuatle nothing, 
but that moꝛe buſineſſe was made, he tooke water, and wa- 
ſhed his handes befoze the people, ſaying, J am innocent 
of the blood of this iuſt perſon, ſee ye. Then aniWered all the 
people, and ſayde, His blood bee on vs and on our childꝛen. 
Then let hee Barabbas looſe vnto them, and ſcourged Je- 
ſus, and delivered him to be crucified. Then the ſouldiers of 
the Deputie tooke Jeſus into the tommon Hall, and gathe⸗ 
red vnto him all the company, and they ſtripped him, and put 
on him a purple robe, and platted a trowne ofthoꝛnes, and 
put it vpon his head, and a reede in his right hand, and bow⸗ 
ed the knee befoꝛe him, and mocked him, ſaying, Haile King 
ofthe Jewes. And when they had ſpit vpon him, they tooke 
the reede, and ſmote him on the head, and after that they 
had mocked him they tooke the robe off him agame, and put 
his owne rayment on him, and led him away to crucifie 


him. And as they tame out, they found a man of Cyꝛene 
E. lilli. (named 
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(named Simon) him they compelled to beare his troſſe. 
And they came vnto the place which is called Golgotha, (that 
is to ſay, aplaceof dead mens ſkuls) and gaue him vineger 
mingled with gall, to dꝛinke: and when hee had taſted there- 
of, he would not dzinke. When they had crucified him, they 
parted his garments, and did taſt lots, that it might be fuifil- 
led which was ſpoken by the Pꝛophet, They parted my 
garmentes among them, and vpon my veſture did they caſt 
lots, And they ſate and watched him there, and let vp ouer 
his head the caule of his death wꝛitten, This is Ieſus the King 
of the lewes. Then were there two thieues crucified with him, 
one on the right hand, x the other onthe left. They that pal⸗ 
ſed by, reuiled him, wagging their heades, and ſaping, Thou 
that deſtroyedſt the Temple of God, and diddeſt build it in 
thꝛee dayes, ſaue thy ſelfe. If thou be the Sonne of GOD, 
tome downe from the troſſe. Like wile allo the high Pꝛieſts 
mocking him, with the Scribes and Elders, ſayde, Hee ſa⸗ 
ued other, himſelfe he cannot ſane. If he be the King of Jf- 
rael, let him now tome downe from the troſſe, and wee will 
beleeue him. He truſted in God, let him deliuer him nowe if 
he will haue him: Foꝛ he ſayd, J am the ſonne of God. The 
thieues alſo which were crucified with him, caſt the ſame in 
his teeth. From the lirth houre was there darkeneſſe oner 
all the land, vntil the ninth houre. And about the ninth houre 
Jeſus tryed with a loud voyte, ſaping, Eli, Eli, lama ſabachtha- 
ni, that is to ſay, My God, my God, Why haſt thou foꝛſaken 
me: Some ot them that ſtoode there, when they heard that. 
ſayde, This man calleth foꝛ Elias. And ſtreightway one of 
them ranne, and tooke a ſpunge, and when hee had filled it 
full of bineger, hee put it on a reede, and gaue him to dꝛinke. 
Other ſayd, Let bee, let vs ſeg whether Elias will come, and 
deliuer him. Jeſus, when he had cryed againe with a loude 
boyce peelded vp the Ghoſt. And beholde, the vaile of the 
Temple did rent in two partes from the top to the bottome, 
and the earth did quake, and the ſtones rent, and graues did 
open, and many bodies of Saintes which flept, aroſe, and 
went out ofthe graues after his reſurrection, and tame into 
the holy Citie, and appeared vnto many. When the Centn- 
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rion. and they that were with him watching Jeſus, ſawe the 
earthquake, and thoſe things which happened, they feared 
greatly, ſaying, Truely this was the ſonne ol God. And ma⸗ 
ny women were there (beholding him afarre off) which fo⸗ 
lowed Jeſus from Galilee, miniſtring vnto him: among 
which was Mary Magdalene, and Mary the mother of 
James and Joles,andthe mother of Zebedees childzen. 
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The Epiſtle. 


Hat is he this that commeth from Eca. 6. 1. 
K Edom, with red coloured clothes 
of Woſra (Which is ſo toſtiy cloth) 
and commeth in ſo mightily with 
„all his ſtrength : J am Hee that 
teacheth righteouſneſſe, and am of 
power to helpe. Wherefoze then 
I/ is thy clothing red, and thy ray- 
ment like his that treadeth in the 
S winepꝛeſſe: J haue trodeny pꝛeſſe 


me. And thus will J treade downe the people in my wꝛath, 
and bathe them in my diſpleaſure, and vpon the earth 
will J lay their ſtrength: J will declare the goodneſſe — the 
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Lode, yeaandthe pꝛaiſe of the Lozde, foꝛ all that hee hath 
giuen vs, foꝛ the great good that hee hath done foz Jiſrael, 
which he hath giuen them of his owne fauour, and acco2ding 
to themultitude of his louing kindneſſe. Foz he ſaide, Thele 
no doubt are my people, and no ſh2inking childzen : and ſo he 
was their Sauiour. In their troubles hee was allo trou⸗ 
bled with them, and the Angell that went fooꝛth from his 
pꝛeſente deliuered them. Of very loue and kindeneſle that 
hee had vnto them, he redeemed them. He hath boꝛne them, 
and taried them vp, euer ſince the woꝛlde began. But after 
they pꝛouoked him to wꝛath, and vexed his holy minde, hee 
Was their enemie, and fought againſt them himlelte. Yet re- 
membꝛed Jſrael the olde time of Moſes and his people, ſap⸗ 
ing, where is he that bꝛought them from the water ofthe ſea, 
with them that ted his ſheepe « Where is hee that hath gi⸗ 
uen his holy Spirite among them: He led them by the right 
hand of Moſes with his gloꝛious arme, deuiding the water 
befoze them, whereby he gate himſelfe an euerlaſting name. 
He led them in the deepe, as an hoꝛſe is led in the plaine, that 
they ſhould not ſtumble, as a tame beaſt goeth in the field, and 
the bꝛeath giuen of GOD, giueth him reſt, Thus (O God) 
haſt thou lead thy people, to make thy ſelfe a gloꝛious Name 
withall. Looke downe then from heauen, and behold the 
dwelling place ofthy Sanctuarie,and thy glozte, Mowisit 
that thy ielouſie, thy ſtrength, the multitude of thy mercies, 
and thy louing kindeneſſe will not be intreated of vs: pet art 
thou our Father. Foꝛ Abzaham knowethvs not, neither is 
Jlrael acquainted with vs. But thou Toꝛd art our Father 
and redeemer, and thy Name is euerlaſting. O Lozd.wher- 
foꝛe haſt thou led vs out of the way: wherefoꝛe haſt thou har⸗ 
dened our hearts, that we feare thee not: Be at one with vs 
againe foꝛ thy ſeruantes ſake, and foꝛ the generation of thine 
heritage. Thy people haue had but a litle of thy Sanctuarie 
in poſſeſſion, fo2 our enemies haue troden downe thy holy 
plate. And we were thine from the beginning, when thou 
walt not their Lozd,fo2 they haue not called vpon thy name.

; there came a woman hauing an 
Alabaſter boxe of oyntment, called Nard, that Was pure and 
coſHly, and ſhee bzake the boxe, and pow2edit vpon his head. 
And there were lome that were not content Within them⸗ 
ſelues,and ſayde, What needed this waſte of oyntment : foz 
it might haue bene ſolde foꝛ moze then th:ee hundꝛed pence, 
and haue bene giuen to the pooꝛe: and they grudged againſt 
her. And Jelus ſayde, Tet her alone, why trouble ye her: 
Shee hath done a good Wozke on mee: foꝛ yce haue pooze 
with youalwayes, and whenſoeuer pee will, pee may doe 
them good: but mee haue ye not alwapes. Shee hath done 
that ſhe could, ſhe came atozehand to annoint my body to the 
burying. Uerily Jſay vntoyou, Whereſoeuer this Goſpell 
ſhall be pzeached thꝛoughout the whole wozlde,this alſo that 
ſhee hath done, ſhall bee rehearſed in remembzance of her. 
And Judas Jſcariot, one ofthe twelue, went away vnto 
the high Pꝛieſts to betray him vnto them. When they heard 
that, they were glad, and pꝛomiled that they would giue him 
money. And hee ſought how hee might conuentently betray 
him. Andthefrlt day oflweete bꝛead (when they oſtered the 
Paſſeouer) his diſciples ſayd vnto him, Where wilt thou that 
we goe x pꝛepare that thou mayeſt eate the Paſſeouer; And 
he lent fooꝛth two of his diſciples, and ſayd vnto them, Goe 
pee into the Citie, and there ſhall meete yon a man bearing a 


pitcher of water, folow him. And whitherſoeuer he goeth — 
ay 
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ſay yee vnto the good man ofthe houſe, The Maſter ſayeth, 
Where is thegheſt chamber, where J ſhall eate the Paſſeo- 
uer with my diſciples: And he will ſhew youa great parlour 
paued and pzepared, there make ready foꝛ vs. And his dilct 
ples went fooꝛth, and tame into the Citie, and found as hee 
had ſayde vnto them, and they made ready the Paſſeouer. 
And when it was now euentide, hee came with the twelue: 
and as they ſate at booꝛd, and did eate, Jeſus ſayde, Uerely 
J ſay vnto vou, one ofyou (that eateth with me) ſhall betray 
me. And they began to be ſozy, and to ſay to him one by one, 
Is it I: And another ſald, Is it J: hee anſwered, and ſayde 
vnto them, It is one ot the twelue, euen he that dippeth with 
me in the platter. The ſonne ot man truely goeth as it is wꝛit⸗ 
ten of him: but woe vnto that man by whome the ſonne of 
man is betrayed: good were it foꝛ that man if hee had neuer 
bene boꝛne. And as they did eate, Jeſus tooke bꝛead, # when 
he had giuen thankes, he bꝛake it, and gaue to them and ſayd, 
Take, eate, this is my body. And hee tooke the tuppe, and 
when he had giuen thankes, he gaue it to them: and they all 
d:ankeofit, And he ſayd vnto them, This is my blood ofthe 
newe Teſtament, which is ſhed foz many. Uerily Jſay vn⸗ 
to vou, J will dꝛinke no moꝛe of the fruite ofthe Uine, vntill 
that day that I dꝛinke it new in the kingdome of God. And 
when they had ſayde grace, they went out to the mount O⸗ 
liuet. And Jeſus ſapeth vnto them, All yee ſhall be offended 
becauſe of mee this night: Foꝛ it is wꝛitten, J will ſmite the 
ſheepeheard, and the ſheepe ſhall be ſcattered : but after that 
8 am riſen againe, J will goe into Galilee befoze you. Peter 
ayde vnto him, And though all men be offended, vet will not 
J. And Jelus ſaieth vnto him, Uerily Jay vnto thee, that 
this day, euen in this night, befoꝛe the tocke crowe twiſe, thou 
ſhalt deny me thꝛee times. But hee ſpake moze vehemently, 
No, if I ſhould dye with thee, wil not deny thee. Likewiſe 
allo ſayde they all. And they tame to a plate which was na- 
med Gerhſemane,Fhe ſayd to his diſciples, Sit ye here, while 
J goe alide pꝛay. And he taketh with him Peter, a James 
and John, and began to ware abathed, e to bee in an agonte, 
aud ſayd vnto them, My ſoule is heauie, euen vnto the death: 
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tary yee here, and watch. And he went koozth alittle, and fel 
downe flat on the ground, and pzaied, that if it were poſſible 
the houre might paſſe fro him. And he aid, Abba, Father, all 
things are pollibie vntothee, take away this cup from mee: 
— not as J Will, but that thou wut, be done. And 
hee tame and found them ſleeping , and ſaleth to Peter, Si⸗ 
mon, ſleepeſt thou: Couldeſt not thou watch one houre - 
Watch ve, and pzay, leaſt ye enter into temptation: the ſpirite 
truely is ready, but the fleſh is weake. And againe hee went 
alide,and pꝛaied, and ſpake the ſame woꝛdes. And hee retur- 
ned and found them alleepe againe, foꝛ their eyes were hea⸗ 
uie, neither wiſt they what to anlwere him. And he tame the 
third time, and ſaide to them, Sleepe hencefoozth , and take 
your eaſe: it is ynough.The houre is tome, behold, the ſonne 
of man is betraied into the hands of ſinners. Nile vp, let vs 
goe : loe, he tp betrayeth me is at hand. And immediately 


while he vet ſpake, commeth Judas (Which was one of the 
twelue) and with him a great number ot people, with fwozds 
and ſtaues, from the high Pꝛieſts, and Stribes, and Elders, 
And hee that betrayed him, had giuen them a generall token, 
ſaying, Whomſoeuer J doe kifle; the ſame is hee, take and 
leade him away warily. And aſſoone as hee was tome, hee 

goeth ſtraightway to him, and ſayth vnto hun, Maſter, Ma⸗ 
ſter, and kiſſed him. And they layde their hands on him, and 
tooke him. And one ol them that ſtood by, dꝛew out a ſwoꝛd, 
and ſmote a ſeruaunt of the high Pꝛieſtes, and cut off his 
eare. And Jeſus anſwered and ſayde vnto them; Bee bee 
tome out as vnto a thiete with lwoꝛdes and ſtaueg foꝛ to take 
mee: J was dayly with you in the Temple tesiheng, and 
pee tooke mee not: But thele things come to paſſe, that the 
Striptures ſhould bee fulfilled. And they all foꝛſdoke him, 
and ranne away.

fo: many bare falſe 82 — their witneſſes 
agreed not together. Andthere arolecertaine, and bꝛonght 
falle witneſſe againſt him, ſaping, Wee heard him ſay, J will 
deſtroy this Temple that is made with handes, and withm 
th:eedaies J will build another made without handes: But 
pet their witneſſes agreed not together. And the high Pxteſt 
ſtoode vp among them, and aſked Jeſus, ſaytng, Anlwereſt 
thou nothing: Howe is it that theſe beare witneſſe againſt 
thee; But he held his peace, and anſwered nothing. Againe 
the hie Pꝛieſt aſkedhim, and ſaid vnto him, Art thou Chꝛiſt 
the ſonne ofthe bleſſed: And Jeſus ſaid, Jam: and pee ſhall 
ſee the ſonne ol man litting on the right hand of power, and 
tomming in the cloudes of heauen. Thenthe hie Pꝛieſt rent 
his tloches, and ſaſd, What need wee any further witneſſes : 
pee haue Heard blalſphemie, what thinke pee: And they all 
tondenmed himto be wooꝛthy of death. And ſome began to 
ſpit athim, ànd to touer his fate, and to beate him with fiſts, 
and to fay vnto him, Aread. And the ſeruants buffeted him 
on the face. And as Peter was beneath it the palace , there 
tame one ofthe wenches ofthe hie Pꝛieſt, and when ſhee ſaw 
Peter warming himſelfe, he looked on him, and ſayd, Waſt 
not thou allo with Jelus of Nazareth : And hee denied, ſay⸗ 
ing, Iknow him not, neither wote J what thou ſayeſt. And 
he went out into the poꝛch, and the tocke crew. And a Damo⸗ 
ſel ( when ſhe ſaw him) began againe to ſay to them that ood 
by, This is one ot them. And he denied it agame. And anon 
atter.they that ſtood by, ſayd againe vnto Peter, Surely thou 
thou art one ofthem, foꝛ thou art of Galile, and thy ſpeach a⸗ 
greeth thereto. But he began to turſe and to ſweare, ſaying, 
I knowe not this man of whom pee ſpeake. And againe the 
tocke trew. And Peter remembꝛed the woꝛd that Jeſus had 
ſayd vnto him, Bekoze the Cocke crow twiſe, thou ſhalt demie 
me thꝛee times: and he began to weepe.

Jeſus anſwered 
pet nothing, ſo that Plate marueiled. At that feaſt Pilate did 
deliuer vnto them a pꝛiloner, whomſoeuer they would deſire, 
And there was one that was named Barabbas, which lay 
bound with them that made inſurrection: hee had coninut- 
ted murder. And the people called vnto him, and began to de⸗ 
ſire him that he would doe attoꝛding as he had euer done vn⸗ 
to them. Pilate anſwered them, ſaping, Will pee that J let 
looſe vnto vou the King of the Jewes⸗ Foz he knew that the 
hie Pꝛieſts had deliuered him ofenuie. But the high Pꝛieſtes 
mooued the people, that he ſhould rather deliner Barabbas 
vnto them. Pilate anſwered agame, and ſaide vnto them, 
What will ye then that IJ doe vnto him, whome pee call the 
King ofthe Jewes: And they cryed againe, Crucifie him. 
Pilate ſayd vnto them, What euill Hath he done: And they 
cryed the moze feruently, Crucifie him. And lo Pilate willing 
to content the people, let looſe Barabbas vnto them, and de- 
liuered vp Jeſus (when he had ſcourged him) foꝛ to bee cruci- 
fied. And the ſouldiers led him away into the common hall, 
and talled together the whole multitude. And they clothed 
him with purple, and they platted q crowne of thoznes, and 
crowned him withal, and began to ſalute him, Haile King of 
the Jewes. And they ſmote him on the head with a reede, 
and did ſpit vpon him, and bowed their knees, and woz- 
ſhipped him. And when they Had mocked him, they tooke 
the purple off him, and put his owne clothes on him and led 
him out to crucifie him. And they compelled one that paſſed 
by, called Simon of Cyzene (the father of Alexander and 
Rufus) which came out ofthe field, to beare his croſſe. And 
they bꝛought him to a plate named Golgotha, (Which if a man 
interpꝛete, is, the place of dead mens ſkuls.) And they gaue 
him to dꝛinke, wine mingled with myꝛrhe: butherecetned it 
not. And when they had crucified him, they parted his gar- 
mentes, caſting lots vpon them, what euery man ſhoulde 
take. And it was about the third houre, #theycrucified him, 
and the title of His cauſe was wꝛitten, The King of the Iewes. 
And they crucified with him two thieues, the one on his right 
hand, and the other on his left: And the „ = 
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fulfilled, which ſapeth, Hee was counted among the wicked. 
And they that went by, railed on him, wagging their heads, 
and ſaying, A wꝛetch, thou that deſtroyeſt the Temple, and 
buildeſt it againe in thꝛee dayes, ſaue thy ſelfe and come down 
from the troſſe.

Let Chꝛiſt the king of Jl⸗ 
raet deſcendnow from the croſle, that we may lee c beleeue, 
And they that were crucified with him, checked him alſo, 
Ind when the ſirt honre was tome, darkeneſſe aroſe ouer all 
the earth, vntill the ninth Houre. And at the ninth houre, Je⸗ 
ſus tried with a loud voyte, ſaping, Eloi, Eloi, lamaſabachthani, 
which is (it one interpꝛet it) My God, my God, why haſt thou 
foꝛſaken me 2 And tome of them that ſtood by, when they 
heard that, laid, Behold, he talleth foꝛ Elias. And one ran and 
filled a ſpunge full of vineger, and put it on a reede, and gaue 
him to dꝛinke, ſaying, Let him alone, let vs ſee whether Eli⸗ 
as will come and take him downe. But Jelus tried with a 
loude voyte, and gaue vp the ghoſt. And the vaile of the 
Temple rent in two pietes, from the top tothe bottom And 
when the Centurion ( which ſtoode befoze him) ſawe that he 
ſo tryed, and gaue vp the ghoſt, hee ſayd, Truely this man 
was the Sonne of GOD. There were allo women a 
good way off, beholding him: Among whom was Marie 
Magdalene, and Marie the mother of James the little, and 
of Joſes, and Marie Salome (which alſo when hee was in 
Galilee, had followed him, and miniſtred vnto him) and ma⸗ 
ny other women, which came vp with him to Hieruſalem, 
And now when the euen was come, (betauſe it was the day 
of pꝛeparing that goeth befoze the Sabboth) Joſeph of the 
citie of Arimathea,a noble counſailour , which allo looked foz 
the kingdome of God, tame and went in boldly vnto Pilate, 
and begged of him the body ol Jeſus.

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in a ſepulchꝛe that was hewen out of a rocke and rolled a 
ſtone befoze the dooꝛe of the ſepulchze . And Mary Magda⸗ 
lene,and Mary Joles beheld where he was laid. 
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Here as is a Teſtament, there muſt

— . Moſes had declared all the coman- 
dements to all the people, accozding to the Law, he tooke the 
blood of Calues t᷑ of Goates, with water # purple wooll, and 
hyſope, and ſpꝛinckled both the booke r all the people, ſaping, 
This is the blood ofthe Teſtament which God hath appoin⸗ 
ted vnto you. Mozeouer, he ſpꝛinkled the tabernacle w blood 
alſo, and all the miniſtring veſſels, And almoſt all things are 
by the Lawe purged with blood, and without ſhedding ol 
blood is no remiſſion. It is need then that the ſinulitudes of 
heauenly things bee purified with ſuch things, but that the 
heauenly things themſelues be purified with better ſacrifices 
then are thoſe. Foz Chꝛiſt is not entered into the holy places 
that are made with handes, (Which are ſimilitudes of true 
things) but is entered into very heauen, koꝛ to appeare nowe 
in the light of God foꝛ vs: not to offer himſelfe often, as the 
high Pꝛieſt entereth into the holy place euery yeere with 
ſtrange blood, (foꝛ then muſt he haue often ſuffered ſinte the 
woꝛld began) but nowe in the ende of the woꝛld hath Hee ap- 
pearedonce, to put ſinne to flight, by the offring vp of himleif, 
And as it is appointed vnto all men that they ſhall once die, 
and then tommeth the indgement: euen ſo Chꝛiſt 9 —. 
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offered to take away the ſinnes ol many, and vnto them that 
looke foꝛ him, chall he appeare againe without ſinne, vnto ſal⸗

And truely 
the Sonne of man goeth as it is appointed: but woe vnto 
that man by whom he is betrayed. And they began to en⸗ 
quire among themſelues, which of them it was that ſhould 
doe it.

And 
When they had kindled a fire in the middes of the palace, 
and were ſet downe together, Peter alſo ſate downe among 
them. But when one ofthe wenches beheldhim,as he ſate by 
the fire and looked vpon him, ſhe laid, This ſame fellow was 
allo with him. And he dented him, ſaying, Woman, I know 
him not. And after a little while, another ſaw him and ſayd, 
Thou art alſo of them.

And about the ſpace of an houre after, another affirmed,

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ſaying, Uerily this fellow was with himallo,toz he is of Ga- 
lilee; And peter ſaid, Man, J wot not what thou lapeſt. And 
immediately while hee yet ſpake, the Cocke crewe. And the 
Lode turned backe and looked vpon Peter, and Peter re- 
membꝛed the woꝛd of theLozd, how he hadſayd vnto him, 
Befoꝛe the Cocke crow, thou ſhalt deny me thꝛiſe: And Peter 
went out, and wept bitterly, And the men that tooke Jeſus, 
mocked him, and ſmote him: And when they had blindfol- 
ded him, they ſtrooke him on the face, and aſked him, ſaying, 
Areede, Who is he that ſmote thee: And many other things 
delpitefully ſaid they againſt him. And aſkoone as it was day, 
the Elders of the people, and the high Pꝛieſtes and Scribes 
came together, and led him into their councill, laying, Art 
thou very Chꝛiſt: Tell vs. And he ſayd vnto them, It Jtell 
you: vee Will not beleeue me: and if Jalke you, you Will not 
anſwere, noꝛ let me goe. Hereafter ſhall the ſonne of man ſic 
on the right hand of the power of God. Then ſayd they all, 
Art thou then the ſonne of God He ſayd, Be ſay 2 7 am. 
And they ſayd, What need we of any further witneſſe;? koꝛ we 
our ſelues haue heard of his owne mouth.

Te * ) tome together inthe congregation, Jheare 
that there is diſlention among vou, & Ypart⸗ 
h beieene it. Foz there muſt be ſectes among 
vou, that they which are perfect among pou, may be knowen. 
When pee tome together therefoꝛe into one place, the Lozds 
Supper cannot bee eaten, foꝛ euery man beginneth afoze to 
eate his owne Supper, and one is hungrie, and another is 
dꝛunken. Haue pee not houſes to eate and dꝛinke in: Deſpiſe 
ve 
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ve the congregation of God, and ſhame them that haue not: 
What ſhall I ſay vnto vou: Shall J pzayle vou⸗ Jn this J 
pꝛaple you not. That which J deliuered vnto you, J received 
ofthe Lozd- Foꝛthe Loꝛde Jeſus, the ſame night in which 
he was betrayed, tooke bzead, # when he had giuen thankes, 
he bꝛake it, and ſayd, Take ye, and eat, this is my body which 
is bꝛoken foꝛ you : This do ve in the remembꝛante ot me. Af- 
ter the ſame maner alſo hee tooke the cup when ſupper was 
done, ſaying, This cup is the new Teſtament in my blood:

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people, I finde no fault in this man. And they were the moze 
fierce, ſaying, He mooueth the people, teaching thoꝛowont all 
Jurie, and began at Galilee euen to this place, When Pilate 
heard mention of Galilee, he aſked whether the man were 
of Galilee, Aud aſſoone as he knew that Hee belonged vnto 
Herods iurildiction, hee ſent him to Herode, which was allo 
at Hierulalem at that time. And when Herode ſaw Jeſus, 
hee was exteeding glad: foꝛ hee was deſirous to ſee him ofa 
long ſeaſon, becauſe hee had heard many things of him, and 
he truſted to haue ſeene ſome miracles done by him. Then he 
queſtioned with him many woꝛds: but he antwered him no⸗ 
thing.

Pilate ſpake againe vnto 
them, willing to let Jeſus looſe. But they tried, ſaying, Cru- 
cifie him, crucifie him. Hee fayd vnto them the third time, 
What euill Hath hee done: J findenocaule of death in him: 
I will therefoze chaſten him, and let him goe. And they cried 
with loud voyces, requiring that he might be crucified, And 
the voytes of them and o the high Pꝛieſtes pzenatled. And 
Pilate gaue ſentence, that it ſhould bee as they required: 
and hee let looſe vnto them him, that foꝛ inſurrection and 
murder was caſt into pꝛiſon, whom they had deſired, And 
hee deliuered to them Jeſus, to doe with hun what they 
would, 
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would. And as they led him away, they caught one Simon 
of Cyꝛene comming out of the field, and on him layedthey 
the rolle, that hee mtght beare it after Jeſus. And there 
followed him a great compante of people, and of women, 
which bewailed and lamented him , Wut Jeſus turned 
backe vnto them, and ſayde , Bee daughters of Hierulalem, 
weepe not foꝛ me, but weepe foꝛ your lelues, and foꝛ your chil- 
dꝛen: Foꝛ beholde, the dayes Will tome, in the which they 
ſhaliſay, Happie are the barren, and the wombes that ne- 
uer bare, and the pappes which neuer gaue ſucke, Then 
ſhall they begin to ſay to the mountaines, Fallon vs: and 
tothehils, Couer vs, Fo2 if they doe this in a greens tree, 
what ſhalbe done in the dꝛie⸗ And there weretwoenill doers 
led with him to bee ſlaine.

The ſouldiers alſo mocked him, and came and offered him 
vineger, and ſayde, If thou be the King of the Jewes, ſane 
thy ſelfe. And a ſuperſcription was wꝛitten oner him with 
letters of Greeke, and Tatine, and Hebzewe, This is che King 
of the lewwes. And one of the euill doers which were hanged, 
rayledon him, ſaying, Ik thou bee Chꝛiſt, ſane thy ſelfe and 
bs. But the other anſwered, and rebnked him, ſaying, 
Feareſtnotthon GOD, ſeeing thou art in the ſame damnã⸗ 
tion: Wee are righteoufly puniſhed, foꝛ wee reteiue acco2- 
ding to our deedes : but this man hath done nothing amiſſe. 
And hee ſayd vnto Jeſus, Loꝛd, remember mee, when thou 
tommeſt into thy kingdome. And Jeſus ſayde vnto him, 
Uerily J ſay vnto thee, to day ſhalt thou be with mee in Pa⸗ 
radiſe, And it was about the ſirt houre: and there was a 
darkeneſſe ouer all the earth, vntill the ninth houre, and the 
Dunne was darkened, and the vaile of the Temple did rent, 
euen thꝛough the middes, And when Jelus had cryedwith 
a loud 
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aloude voyte, he ſayd, Father, into thy handes Jtommend 
my ſpirit. And when he thus had ſayd, hee gaue vp the ghoſt, 
When the Centurion ſawe what had happened, hee glozified 
God, ſaying , Uerily this was a righteous man. And all the 
people that came together to that ſight., and ſawe the things 
which had happened, ſmote their bzeaſts, and returned. And 
all his acquaintance, and the women that followed him from 
Galilee, ſtood afarre oft, beholding theſe things. And behold, 
there was a man named Joſeph, a counſailoꝛ, and hee was a 
ood man, and a iuſt: the ſame had not tonſented to the coun⸗ 
ile and deed of them, which was of Arimathea, a citie of the 
Jewes, which ſame alſo waited foꝛ the kingdom of God: he 
went vnto Pilate, and begged the body of Jeſus, and tooke it 
downe, and wꝛapped it in a linnen cloth, and laied it in a ſe⸗ 
pulchꝛe that was hewen in ſtone, wherein neuer man befoze 
had bene laid. And that day was the pꝛeparing of the Sab- 
both, and the Sabbothdzew on. The women that followed 
after, which had tome with him from Galilee, beheld the Se- 
pulchze; and how his body was laid. And they returned, and

(bene offered, becauſe that the offerers 
— — onte purged, ſhould haue had no moꝛe 
conſcience of ſinnes: Neuertheleſſe, in thoſe ſacrifices is there 
mention made of ſinnes euery yeere. Foz the blood of Oren 
and Goates cannot take away ſinnes. Wherefoze when hee 
comineth into the woꝛld, he lapeth, Sacrifice and offering 
thou wouldeſt not haue, but a body haſt thou oꝛdeined me. 
Burnt offerings alſo foꝛ ſinne haſt thou not allowed. Then 
laydJ, Loe, Jam here. In the beginning or the booke it is 
Wꝛitten of mee, that J ſhould doe thy will, O God. Abone, 
when he ſayth, Dacrifice and offering, and burnt ſacrifices, 
and ſinne offerings thou wouldeſt not haue, neither haſt 
thou allowed them (which yet are offered bythe Lawe :) 
Then ſayd he, Toe, I am here to doe thy will,O God: he ta⸗ 
Reth away the firſt, to eſtabliſh the latter. By the which 
will wee are made holy, euen by the offering of the body 
of Jeſu Chꝛiſt once foꝛ all, And euery Pꝛieſt is readie daily 


miniſtring, and offering oftentimes one maner of obla-

e Judas then (after hee had recei 
Eon 3 uueda band of men, and miniſters 
of the high Pꝛieſts and ame 
cam 
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camethither with lanternes, andfirebzauds, and weapons» 
And Jeſus knowing all things that ſhould come on Him; 
went foozth.,and ſayd vnto them, Whom ſeeke ye: Theyar 
ſwered him, Jeſus of Nazareth. Jeſus ſayde vuto them, J 
am hee. Judas alſo which betrayed him, ſtood with them. 
Aſſoone thenas he had ſayd vntothem, J am he, they went 
backe ward, and fell to the ground. Then aſked hee them a- 

aine, Whom ſeeke ye: They layd, Jeſus of Nazareth, Je- 
las anſwered, J haue told vou that Jam he: ifyeeleckenie 
therefoꝛe, let theſe goe their way, that the ſaying nught be ful⸗ 
filled which he ſpake , Of them which thou gauelt me; haue 
I not loſt one. Then Simon Peter hauingaſwozd, dzewit, 
and ſinote the high Pꝛieſts ſeruaunt, and tut off his right care. 
The ſeruantsname was Malchus. Therefoze ſapech Jeſus 
vnto Peter, Put vp thy ſwoꝛde into the ſheath : ſhall J not 
dzinke of the cup which my father hath giuen me: Then the 
compante , andthe captaine, and the miniſters of the Jewes 
tooke Jeſus and bound him, and led him away to Annas 
firſt, foz hee was father in law toCataphas, which was the 
igh Pꝛieſt the ſame yeere. Cataphas was he that gaue toun⸗ 
ell to the Jewes, that it was expedient that one man ſhould 
die foꝛ the people. And Simon Peter followed Jeſus, and 
ſo did another diſciple: That diſciple was knowen to the 
high Pꝛieſt, and went in with Jeſus into the palace of the 
high Pꝛieſt. But Peter ſtood at the dooze without, Then 
weut out that other Diſciple (Which was knowen to the 
high Pꝛieſt) and ſpake to the Damoſell that kept the dooze, 
and bꝛought in Peter. Then ſayde the Damoſell that kept 
the dooze, vnto Peter, Art not thou allo one of this mans 
Dilciples: Hee ſayde, J am not. The ſeruaunts and 
miniſters ſtoode there, Which had made a fire of coales, foz 
it was cold, and they warmed themſelues, Peter allo ſtoode 
among them, and warmedhimlelfe. The high Pꝛieſt then 
aſked Jeſus of his Diſciples, and of his doctrine. Jeu 


an{Wered him, J ſpake openly in the wozlde, J euer 
taught inthe Synagogue, and in the Temple, whither all 
the Jewes haue reſozted, and in ſecrec haue I ſpoken no- 
thing. Why alkeſt thou mee: Alke them-which 1 we 
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what J layde vnto them: Beholde, they can tell what J 
3 he had thus ſpoken, one of the minilters which 
ſtoode by, ſmote Jeſus on the face, ſaying, Anlwereſt thou 
the highPzeſt ſo: Jeſus anſwered him, If J haue euill 
ſpoken, deare witneſle of the euill : but if J haue well ſpo- 
ken, why ſmiteſt thou me: And Annas ſent him bound vn- 
to Caiaphas the high Pꝛieſt. Simon Peter ſtood and war⸗ 
med himlelfe . Then ſayde they vnto him, Art not thou 
alſo oneofhis diſciples: Hee denied it, and ſayd, Jam not. 
One of the ſeruaunts of the high Pꝛieſt (his coulin whole 
eare Peter ſmote off) ſayde vnto him, Did not J lee thee 
in the garden with him? Peter therefoꝛe denied againe, and 
immediately the Cocke trewe. Then led they Jeſus from 
Cataphas, into the hall of iudgement: Jt was in the moz- 
ning, and they themlelues went not into the iudgement 
hall, leaſt they ſhould be defiled, but that they might eate 
the Paſſeouer, Pilate then went out to them, and ſayde, 
what accuſation bzing you againſt this man» They an- 
ſweredandſayd vnto him, It he were not an euill doer, we 
would not haue delinered him vnto thee. Then ſayde Pilate 
vnto them, Take pee him, and indge him after your owne 
lawe. The Jewes thereloꝛe ſayd vnto him, It is not law⸗ 


full foꝛ vs to put any man to death: that the Woꝛdes of Je⸗ 


ſus might bee fulfilled which he ſpake, ſignifying what death 
hee ſhould die. Then Pilate entred into the iudgement hall 
againe, and talled Jeſus, and layde vnto him, Art thou the 
Ring of the Jewes : Jelus anlwered, Sayeſt thou that of 
thy ſeife, oꝛ did other tell it thee of me: Pilate anſwered, Am 
Ja Jewe : Thine owne nation, and high pꝛieſtes haue de⸗ 
linered thee bnto me: what haſt thou done⸗ Jeſus anſwered, 
My kingdome is not of this woꝛld. If my kingdome were 
of this wozld, then would my miniſters ſurely fight, that J 
ſhould not be delmered to the Jewes: but nowe is my king- 
dome not from hente. Pilate therefoze ſapde vnto him, Art 
thou a king then: Jeſus anſwered, Thou ſayeſt that Jam 
a king. Foꝛ this cauſe was J boꝛne, and foꝛ this cauſe tame 7 
into the woald, that J ſhould beare witneſle vnto the trueth: 


And all that are of the trueth, heare my vopte. Pilate =

vnto him, What thing is trueth: And when hee had ſayde 
this, hee went out agame vnto the Jewes, and layde vnto 
them, I finde in him ns tanle at all. Yee haue a cuſtome that 
ſhould deliuer yon one looſe at Eaſter : will ye that J loole 
vnto you the king of the Jewes: Then cried they all againe, 
ſaying, Not him, but Barabbas: The ſame Barabbas was 
a murderer. Then pilate tooke Jeſus therefoze, and ſcour⸗ 
ged him: and the louldiers wound a trowne of thoznes, and 
put it on his head. And they did on hima purple garment, 
und came vnto him, and ſayde, Haile King of the Jewes: 
and they ſmote him on the face. Pilate Went fooꝛth againe 
atidfayd vnto them, Behold, J bzinghim foozth to you, that 
t may knowthat J find no fault in him. Then came Jeſus 
oꝛth, wearing a crowne ofthozne, anda robe of purple. And 
he ſayth vnto them, Behold the man. When the high Pzieſts 
therefoze and the miniſters ſawe him, they cryed, Crucifie 
him, crucific him. Pilate ſayeth vnto them, Take pee him 
and crucifie him, foꝛ I finde no cauſe in him. The Jewes 
anſwered him, We haue a lawe, and by onr lawe he ought 
to die, betauſe hee made himlelfe the Sonne of God. When 
Pilate heard that ſaying, hee was the moꝛe afrayd, and 
went againe into the iudgement hall, and ſayd vnto Jeſus, 
whence art thou: But Jeſus gaue him none aniwere, 
Then ſayde Pilate vnto him, Speakeſt thon not vnto mee⸗ 
Knoweſt thou not that J haue power to trutiſie thee, and 
haue power to looſe thee:? Jeſus anſwered, Thou couldeſt 
haue no power at all againſt mee, except it were ginen thee 
from aboue. Therefoze he that deliuered me vnto thee, hath 
the moꝛe ſinne. And from thentefooꝛth ſought Pilate meanes 
to looie him. But the Jewes tried, ſaying, Ifthou let him 
goe, thou art not Ceſars friend: foꝛ whoſoener maketh 
himſelfe a King, is againſt Ceſar, when Pilate heard 
that ſaying, hee bzought Jeſus fooꝛth, and ſate downe to 
giue lentence, in a place that iscalled the pauement, but in 
the Hebꝛewe tongue, Gabbacha. It was the pꝛeparing day 
of Eaſter, about the ſirt houre. And hee ſayeth vnto the 
Jewes, Beholde your King. They tryed, ſaying, Away 
with him, away with him, crucifie him. Pilate ſapet 
nto

vnto them, Shall J crucifie your king: The high Pꝛieſtes 
anſwered. Wee haue no king but Ceſar. Then delmered he 
him to them to be trutiſied. And they tooke Jeſus, and led 
him away. And he bare his troſſe, and went foꝛth into a plate 
which is called the plate of dead mens ſkuls, but in Hebzewe 
Golgotha, where they crucified him, and two other with him, 
on either ſide one, and Jeſus in the middeſt. And Pilate 
wꝛote a title, and put it vpon thetcroſſe. The waiting was 
Teſus of Nazareth; King of the Iewes. This title read many oof 
the Jewes : fo: the plate where Jeſus was crucified , was 
neere to the titie. And it was wꝛitten in Hebꝛew, Greeke, and 
Latin. Then ſayd the high pꝛieſtes of the Jewes to Pate, 
Wite not King of the Jewes : but that he laid, Jam king of 
the Jewes. Pilate anlwered, what J haue wzitten, that J 
aue wꝛitten. Then the ſouldiers, when they had crucified 
eſus, tooke his garments, and made foure partes, to euer 
ouldier a part, and alſo his toate. The toate was without 
ſeame, wꝛought vpon thzoughout. They ſayd therefoze a- 
mong themlelues, Let vs not diuide it, but caſt lots foz it, 
who ſhall haue it, that the Scripture might bee fulfilled, ſay- 
ing, They haue parted my rayment among them, and fo: 
mp coate did they caſt lots. And the ſouldiers did ſuch things 
in deede. There ſtoode by the troſſe of Jeſus his mother, 
and his mothers ſiſter, Marie the wife of Cleophas, and 
Marie Magdalene. When Jeſus therefoze ſaw his mother, 
and the diſciple whom he loued ſtanding, hee ſayeth vnto his 
mother, Woman, behold thy ſonne. Thenſaydhe to the dil 
ciple, Behold thy mother. And from that houre, the diſciple 
tooke her fo: his owe. After thele things, Jeſus knowing 
that all things were nowe perfourmed, that the Scrip- 
ture might be fulfilled, Hee ſayeth, I thirſt, So there ſtood 
a veſſell by, full of vineger : therefoze they filled a ſpunge 
with vineger , and wound it about with hyſope, and put 
it to his mouth. Alſoone as Jeſus then reteiued the vi 
neger, hee ſayde, It isfiniſhed, and bowed his head, and 
gaue vp theghoſt. The Jewes therefoze, becauſe it was 
the p:eparing of the Sabboth, that the bodies ſhould 
not remaine vpon the troſſe on the Sabboth day 2 the 
abbo

Sabbath day was an high day) beſought Pilate that their 
legs might be bzoken,and that they might bee taken downe. 
Then cãme the ſouldiers, and bꝛake the legs of the firſt, and 
of the other which was crucified with him. But when they 
tame to Jeſus, and ſawe that = was dead alreadie, they 
b:ake not his legs: but one of the ſouldiers with a ſpeare 
th:uſt him into the ſide, and foozthwith there came out blood 
and water. And hee that ſaw it bare retoꝛd, and his retoꝛd is 
true. And he knoweth that he layeth true, that ve might be⸗ 
leeue alſo. Foz theſe things were done, that the Scripture 
ſhould be fulfilled, Be ſhall not bꝛeake a bone of him. And a- 


gaine another Stripture ſaieth, ae looke vpon him 


whom they haue pearced, After this, Joſeph of Arimathea 
hich was aDilciple of Jeſus, but ſecretip foꝛ feare of the 
ewes) beſought Pilate that he might take downe the bodp 
of Jeſus, And Plate gaue him litente. e came theretoꝛe and 
tooke the bodie of Jelus. And there came alſo Nicodemus 
(which at the beginning tame to Jeſus by night) and bzought 
ofmy:rhe and aloes mingled together, about an hundꝛeth 
pound weight. Then tooke they the bodie of Jeſus, and 
wound it in linen clothes with the odours, as the maner of 


the Jewes is to burie. And in the plate where he was cruct- 
fied there was a garden, and in the garden a newe ſepulchze, 
gion was neuer man laid.

Foz the inhabiters of Hiernſalem, and 
their rulers, betauſe they knew him not, noꝛ 
e yet the voytes of the Pꝛophetes, Which are 
read euery Sabboth day, they haue fulilled them in condem- 
ning him. And when 2 — no cauſe of death in him, vet 
deſired they Pilate to kil him. And when they had fulfilled all 
that were witten of him, they tooke him downe from the 
tree, and put him in a ſepulchꝛe. But God rayſed himagaine 
from death the third day, and hee was ſeene many dayes of 
them which went with him from Galtlee to Hierulalem, 
which are witneſſes vnto the people. And wee declare vnto 
you, howe that the pzomile which was made vnto the Fa- 
thers,God hath fulfilled vnto their childzen, enen bnto vs, in 
that he rayſed vp Jelus againe, euen as it is wꝛitten in theſe- 
cond Plalme, Thou art mp ſonne, this day haue J begotten 
thee. As tonterning that he raiſed him vp from death, now 
no moꝛe to returne to coꝛruption, hee ſayde on this wile, The 
holy pꝛomiſes made to Dautd, will J gine faithfully vnto 
you. WMheretoꝛe he ſapeth alſo in another plate, Thou ſhalt 
not ſuffer thine holy one to ſee toꝛruption. Foꝛ Dauid (after 
that he had in his time falfilled the will of God) fell on ſleepe, 
and was laid vnto his fathers, and ſaw cozruption. Wut hee 
whom God rayſed againe ſaw no toꝛruption. Bettknowen 
vnto you therefoꝛe (pee men and bꝛethꝛen) that thꝛou is 
man is pꝛeached vnto you foꝛgiueneſſe of ſinnes, afdtha 
him all that beleeue, are iuſtified from all things 
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from which 
pe tould not be iuſtiſied by the law of Moſes, Beware there-

While Peter yet 
ſpake theſe woꝛdes, the Holy Ghoſt fell on all them which 
heard the pꝛeaching. And they of the circumciſion, which be⸗ 
leeued, were aſtonied, as many as tame with Peter, becauſe 
that on the Gentiles alſo was ſhedde out the gift of the holy 
Ghoſt. Foꝛ they heard them ſpeanke with tongues, and mag⸗ 
nifie God. Then anſwered Peter, Can any man foꝛbid wa- 
ter, that thele ſhould not be bapttzed, which haue reteiued the 
holy Ghoſt aſwell as we: And he commanded them to bee 
baptizedin the name ot the Lozd, Then pꝛaped they him to 
tarie a few dayes.

Wherefoꝛe rather 
then pee ſhould ſo doe, depart you hence, and giue plate to 
them that be godly diſpoſed. But when you depart, Jbe- 
ſeech vou ponder with pour ſelues, from whom pee depart, 
Bee depart from the Loꝛds table, pee depart from your bze- 
thꝛen, and from the banquet of moſt Heauenly foode. Theſe 
things if ye earneſtly conſider, ye ſhall by Gods grace returne

Saint Paul in his Epiſtle tothe Epheſians the fift Chap⸗ 
ter, doeth gine this commandement to all maried men, pee 
hulbands, loue your wines, euen as Chꝛiſt loued the Church, 
and hath giuen himſelfe foꝛ it, to ſanctifie it, purging it in the 
fountaine of water, thzough the woꝛde, that he might make 
it vnto himſelfe a gloꝛious congregation, not hauing ſpot 
wainckle, oꝛ any ſuch thing, but that it ſhoulde be holy and 
blameleſſe. So men are bound to loue their owne Wines, ag 
their owne bodies. He that loueth his owne wife, loueth hin⸗ 
ſelfe: Foꝛ neuer did any man hate his owne fleſh , but nourt 
ſheth and cheriſheth it, euen as the Loꝛd doth the congrega⸗ 
tion: foꝛ we are members of his body, of his fleſh, and of his 
bones. Foꝛ this cauſe ſhall a man leaue father mother, and 
ſhall be ioyned vnto his wife, and they two ſhall be one fleſh, 
This myſterie is great: but J ſpeak of Chaiſt, and of the con/ 
gregation. Neuertheles, let euerp one of you ſo loue his owne 
Wife euen as himſelfe. 5 

Likewiſe the ſame Saint Paul wating to the Colloſſians, 
ſpeaketh thus to all men that be maried, Bee men loue your 
Wiues, and be not bitter vnto them. 

Heare allo what S. Peter the Apoſtle of Chꝛiſt, which was 
himſelfe a maried man, ſayeth vnto all men that are maried, 
Be huſbandes, dwell with your wiues accozding to know 
ledge, giuing honoꝛ vnto the wife, as vnto the weaker veſſell, 
and as heires together of the grace of life, ſo that your pzay- 
ers be not hindꝛed. 

Hitherto pe haue heard the duetie of the huſband towarde 
the wife. Now likewiſe pe wines, heare and learne pour due⸗ 
ties towards pourhuſbands, euen as it is plainelp ſet foozth 
in holy Scripture. | 

Saint Paul, in the fozenamed Epiſtle to the Epheſians, 
teacheth you thus: Ye women, ſubmit pour ſelues vnto your 
owne huſbands, as vnto the Lo2de. Fo2 the huſband is ti 
wines head, euen as Chaiſt is the head ol the Church,andhe: 
is alſo the Sautour ofthe whole body. 

Therefoze as the Church oꝛ Congregation is ſubiect vnto 
Chziſt, So icke wiſe let y wines alſo be in ſubiection vnto theilt 
owne huſbands in all things. And againe hee ſapcth, Len

2 Peter allo doeth inſtrutt you very godly, thus ſay⸗ 
ing, Let wines be ſubiett to their owne Hulbandes, fo that if 
any obey not the woꝛde, they may bee wonne without the 
Woꝛde, by the tonuerſation ofthe wiues, while they beholde 
your chaſte conuerſation coupled with feare. Whole apparell 
iet it not bee outward, with bꝛayded Hatre, andtrimnung a- 
bout with golde, either in putting on of goꝛgedus apparell: 
but let the hid man which is in the heart, bee without all coz- 
ruption, ſo that the Spirite be milde and quiet, which is a pꝛe⸗ 
cious thing in the light or God. Foz after this maner in the 
olde time did the holy women, Which truſted in God, appa⸗ 
rell themſelues, being ſubiett to their owne Haſbandes +as 
Saraobeyed Abꝛaham, calling him Loꝛd, whoſe daughters
